The Cape 
Parliament 



Speech From jthe Throne Deals 
Specially With the South 
African War. 



Special Court Will Be Formed 
to Try the Rebel 
Leaders. 



Commission Will Deal With 
Rank and File of Tral-j 
tors. 



Capetown, July 20.— To-day the Cape 
parliament was opened by Sir Alfrei 
Milner, governor of the colony, the cere 
monies being of a very impressive char 
leter. 

The speech from the throne referred 
to the noble manner in which all the 
self-governing colonies had responded to 
Great Britain's call for aid, saying that 
indications were not wanting that the 
end of the war was approaching. 

Those concerned iu the rebellion would 
have to answer for their misconduct. 

Parliament would be asked to approv 
a bill providing for a special court with 
special powers to try the rebels who 
have already boon put in jail and others 
who appear to have taken a leading part 
in the rebellion. 

A commission would bo created to deal 
with the rank and file of the rebels, with 
the power of sentencing for a period of 
live years and to disfranchisement and 
deprivation of other civil rights. 

Sir Alfred Milner said that he trusted 
the deliberations of the parliament 
would be characterized by wisdom and 
moderation, so that when the trouble 
should lie passed all would be prepared 
for the great developments that wer 
assuredly awaiting united South Africa 
under the sway of the Queen's sceptre. 

Mr. W. 1*. Schreiner, former premier 
of Cape Colony, and Air. Solomon, for- 
merly attorney-general, occupied seats in 
the opposition benches. 

Air. Merriman, treasurer, Mr. Saner, 
commissioner of public works, and Dr. 
Water, minister without portfolio in the 
recent cabinet, occupied seats on the 
front opposition benches. 

Dr. Jameson was sworn in as a mem- 
ber of parliament amid profound silence. 

Mr. Merriman gave notice that he 
would move that the actions of the mili- 
tary in the districts where resistance 
had terminated were contrary to the in- 
herent rights of British subjects, aud 
that martial law should be repealed.

D'rem Oar Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, July 20.— Cannery owners 
express amazement at the lack of action 
on the part of the Dominion authorities 
in not protecting fishermen on the Fraser 
river during the present strike. It is 
said that a majority of the fishermen 
would begin fisiiing and accept the 20 
cent nite offered, but are intimidated by 
threats by a small section of the fisher- 
men, many of whom are from the United 
States side. Should the strike be con- 
tinued on the present lines the canneries 
will be compelled to close operations for 
tile season, for the inside staff is under 
pay without work for them to do. Can- 
ners are of the opinion that the Domin- 
ion government should send the Quadra 
and a force of otllcers to patrol the fish- 
ing grounds and prevent violence towards 
all desiring to fish. They say that the 
government collects nearly .'jriO.OOO in 
licenses, most of which has been paid this 
season, ami should devote some of this 
fund to the protection of the industry. 
Prompt action is necessary, or otherwise 
it will ho useless, as tlr* run will be at 
its height in a few days. One of the 
principal leaders in the strike is Watson, 
a customs ofllcinl in Vancouver. 

Delegates of the striking fishermen and 
tiie executive of the canners' combine 
held two meetings to-day, when the strike 
piestion was thoroughly gone into. The 
lelegntes represented the Westminster, 
North Arm, Japanese, Vancouver ami 
Steveston unions. 

The canners renewed their offer of 20 
■ents now and lii cents if the run was 
arge, and made an optional offer of IS 
ents the season through. On leaving, 
he delegates said they would again refer 
lie canners' offer to the fishermen at 
arge and give an answer to-morrow. 

The executive of the canners' combine 
informed them not to come back with 
any suggested compromise or ask for a 
better offer, because they would not got 
it, and if their present offer -was not ac- 
cepted by Saturday they would close up 
every cannery on the Fraser on Monday. 
The members of the executive said after 
the meeting that the delegates from the 
North Arm, Westminster and Japanese 
unions favored accepting the final offer of 
the canners, and they believed ns far as 
these three unions were concerned one of 
the two offers would bo accepted on Sat- 
urday. 

The fish are running well and canners 
estimate that every day now $25,000 is 
lost to the country by the strikers hang- 
ing out. At the North Ann four Japan- 
ese boats turned in 1,200 fish. At Mc- 
pherson's cannery, Dinsmore island, 3,000 
salmon were turned in. 



VANCOUVER NEWS. 

Dominion Heady to Make Over False 
Creek Flats to the City. 

Vancouver, July 20. — The fire rind 
police committee have exonerated Tolice 
Officers McAllister and Harris from 
blame in raiding a gambling house -with- 
out a warrant from the chief, but added 
a riiier that the police must respect their 
chief's orders at all times. 

G. 11. Maxwell, M. P., states that the 
Dominion government is willing to trans- 
fer their rights in the False Creek flats 
to Vancouver city whenever application 
is made. The board of -works will re- 
commend the city council tc make appli- 
cation at once. 



London, July 21.— W a.m. —The Conger 
despatch fail* to cjm-y conviction to either 
the British press or public. Its genuine- 
ness is not disputed, for it is pointed out 
here that the Chinese must possess quite 
a sheaf of such messages, which the min- 
isters fruitlessly endeavor to get trans- 
mitted,- from which they could easily se- 
lect a non-committal despatch to serve 
the required purpose. A slight rise of 
hope is admitted iu the fact that both 
Mr. and Mrs. Conger are known to have 
been on very friendly terms witli the Em- 
press Dowager, but the universal opin- 
ion here is- Unit, if the despatch is genu- 
ine, the date is falsified. The Spectator 
says: 

"It matters nothing whether the Em- 
press Dowager- or Prince Tuan is the 
reigning monarch; both, are devoted to the 
extirpation of foreigners, and not one 
of the viceroys will dare oppose the anti- 
foreign policy. 

"The plot has covered the whole em- 
pire. Men who have dared to order a 
Russian city upon Russian grouud to be 
stormed are wiring anything. Within a 
month the viceroys of the coast towns 
will have thrown off the mask and the 
only safe place for Europeans will be 
on shipboard. 

"Europe has a terrible task, in which 
hurry is out of ylnce. Who would have 
dreamed six months ago that for 10,000 
regulars to take Tien Tsin would be a 
difficult and glorious task'.'" 

Sir Halliday McArtney, counsellor and 
English secretary of the Chinese legation 
iu London, who was interviewed yester- 
day, admitted that the legation was in 
receipt of news which it was not yet 
able to disclose. He added: 

"Vou may take it that on July IS, the 
date of the Conger message, all the lega- 
tions and Europeans in Pekin were safe. 
I cannot say why the other ministers are 
not able to communicate with their gov- 
ernments, but there is no reason why thoy 
should not use the same channel ns Mr. 
Conger employed. 

"Perhaps a supreme effort was made 
for Mr. Conger's message, and possibly 
the Chinese do not realize the anxiety ex- 
isting, in Europe." 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the Daily Express, commenting upon the 
mystery of Count Muravieff's death, 
suggests that the late Russian foreign 
minister was poisoned, by the secretary 
of the Chinese legation. 

Other St. Petersburg despatches show 
that the situation in Manchuria is im- 
proving. Gen. Gribski,. after relieving 
Blagovestschenslc, the capital of the 
Amur government, received further re- 
inforcements and bombarded the Chi- 
nese village of Sakhalin, which was set 
on lire. The Chinese, however, con- 
tinued to receive reinforcements, and 
maintained such an obstinate resistance 
as to convince G«n. Gribski of the 
necessity of occupying Aiguu, where 
7,000 Chinese witli artillery were in 
possession. The Russian troops ad- 
vanced from the direction of the town 
of Nismennnjn- The Chinese massed 
their troops in large bodies at v.-irious 
points iiini made a stout resistance, but 
they were finally overcome. The town 
of Aigun was portly destroyed, and' the 
Russians occupied all the important de- 
fensive positions on the right bank of 
the river, driving the Chinese out of it. 
The Russians ■ captured 17 guns and 
killed 2.000 Chinese. The Russian 
troops who were despatched to the re- 
lief of the railway ollicials are now ad- 
vancing successfully iu all directions. 

Despatches from Yokohama announce 
that another division of Japanese troops 
are embarking for China, accompanied 
by a siege train for the reduction of 
Pekin. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Daily Mail asserts that Emperor Kwang 
Hsu telegraphed to the Mikado an ex- 
pression of regret for the murder of the 
Japanese chancellor of legation, and 
pointed out that the community of in- 
terest between China and Japan in the 
East against the ambitions of the West- 
ern powers should lead the Japanese Em- 
peror to make common cause witli China 
and to assist in the restoration of peace. 
The Mikado, according to this corres- 
pondent, replied that the action of the in- 
surgents was in complete violation of in- 
ternational law and that the murder 
of Baron Von Kettler was a grevious of- 
fense. Tiie Mikado added that the Chin- 
ese government should suppress the 
disorders and rescue the ministers, thus 
disarming the hostility of Earope. He 
concluded thus: 

"Japan is cordially friendly and is only 
sending troops to rescue the foreigners in 
Pekin and restore order." 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Times says he learns on good authority 
that Li Hung •Chang has undertaken to 
proceed north in order to negotiate upon 
three conditions: First, that a concilia- 
tory attitude be adopted forthwith; sec- 
ond, that the Boxoth be suppressed; and 
third, that he himself is not to be held 
responsible even if he fails to obtain sat- 
isfactory terms. The correspondent 
adds: 

"I have been informed by native of- 
ficials that the viceroys of Nakina Ya- 
men believe a majority of the foreigners 
in Pekin escaped destruction on July 9, 
and that although a portion of General 
Nleh'fl troops joined the Boxers at Tien 
Tsin, a large number followed General 
Nieh to Pekin, whore they have been 
successful in assisting Prince Ching and 
Yung Lu to protect the legations." • 

This official regards the appointment of 
Li Hung Chang as an indication that the

London, July 20.— A despatch from 
Shanghai, received here this morning, 
reports that lit) missionaries and 100 na- 
tive converts have been massacred by 
Boxers at Tai Yiinu. a fortified and 
populous city iu.tha province of Sburi 
See, on the Fuea Ho, an affluent of 
Hong Ho, 250 miles southwest of Fe- 
kin. 

The Daily Mail prints a cablegram 
from it« Shanghai correspondent, which 
says that the foreign settlements of that 
city am full of suspicious characters, and 
in the native quarters a continually in- 
creasing number of armed Chinese are 
arriving in from the north. The troops 
in the Woo Sung fortes are bring rein- 
forced daily and a number of new guns 
have been placed in position. The for- 
eign consult* have presented a united pro- 
tect against these offensive preparations. 
Viceroy Li Hung V ih replied that he had 
ordered the work of strengthening the 
forts to cease immediately, but the local 
commander refused to heed the viceroy's 
remonstrances. These forts completely 
command Shanghai ami the guns already 
mounted are capable of blowing the for- 
eign settlements to pieces in twelve hours. 

In the House of Commons to-day Mr. 
J. A. Balfour, the first lord of the treas- 
ury, mi id it was impossible in the pres- 
ent state of the law to prohibit the ex- 
port.-uiou oi arms to China, but. as the 
matter was extremely pressing a bill 
would to-day be introduced to give 
government the necessary power, 
n bill was subsequently 
the House of Lords. 

A special despatch from Hongkong 
says French gunboats have landed three 
hundred Aunaiuese soldiers to protect 
Shannon, a suburb of Canton. 

United Slates Minister Conger's mes- 
sage to the state department at Wash- 
ington is not regarded here as justifying 
overmuch optimism, but, on the contrary, 
it generally accepted as a further Chin- 
ese attempt at mystification. Some think 
that the fact that the message is undated 
and the similarity of its contents to Sir 
Kohert Hart's message of June 24 sug- 
gest it was sent off about the same time, 
but was intercepted by the Chinese. 

Washington. July 20.— The Ohinise min- 
ister has just received a cipher cable from 
.Uiuinter Conger. It is in the state de- 
partment cipher, and is transmitted 
through the Tsung Li Yameii and the 
Shanghai Tnotai. It contains 50 words 
anil is signed in English, with the name 
Conger, 'the minister has taken it to 
the state department. At 2:40 a. in. 
Minister Wu handed the Conger despatch 
to Secretary Hay. No doubt was ex- 
pressed by the state department officials 
as to the authenticity of the message. 
Mr. Conger's message is as follows: 

"In British legation, under continued 
shot and shell from Chinese troops. Quick 
relief only can prevent general massa- 
cre." 

The message is not dated, but It ifl 
-understood that it was sent from Pekin 
on the 18th. 

The state department has just issued 
the following bulletin: 

"The secretary of state received this 
morning a despatch from Consul Fowler 
at Chce Foo, dated midnight, July 10, 
saying: 

" 'Shanghai paper of the 10th said aU 
foreigners were murdered. Fowler 
wired the governor demanding the truth. 
The governor replied that his courier left 
Pekin on the 11th, and all were safe, but 
Pekiil east city hns been carried by rebels 
with intent to kill.' " 

Secretary Long has sent the following 
cablegram to Admiral Jleniey: 

-Conger telegraphs that he is under 
lire in British legation in Pekin. Use 
and urge every means possible for im- 
mediate relief. (Signed) Long." 

Toronto, July 20.— Rev. Dr. Warden, 
secretary of the presbyteriau foreign 
missions, received the following cable- 
gram from Rev. Dr. McLure, dated 
Shanghai: 

"Viceroy's launch escort down Han riv- 
er believed safe.'.' 

It is understood the meaning of the 
cable js that all the Canadian mission- 
aries who were at Cher Foo a few days 
ago and a party of Canadian mission- 
aries, saiil to have been plundered at 
Nanyang, are safe at .Shanghai.

The militia department reiMirts that 
No. IS, Dodd, ami 34, Kobinson, of 
Strathcona's Horse, reported missing, are 
believed to be wounded and not missing.

Five linns have tendered for the Mon- 
treal harbor works, which aggregate a 
million dollars. 



PROM GRAND PORKS. 

Geological and Topographical Survey Be- 
tween North Fork and Colum- 
bia Itiver. 

Grand Forks, July IS.— The body of ,T. 
S. Sutherland, a young rancher, who was 
drowned with a team of horses while at- 
tempting to ford the Kettle river two 
months ago, was recovered to-day at'u 
point four miles below the city. 

It is reported on good authority that 
the Standard Oil Company, after receiv- 
ing the report of their own expert, recent- 
ly acquired a large interest in the Mother 
Code mine, Dendwood camp. Tin- belief 
is expressed that the company will make 
further investments in the Boundary. 

Messrs. Brock and Leach, of the Do- 
minion geological survey, are making a 
geological and topographical survey be- 
tween the north fork of Kettle river and 
the Columbia river.

IMPORTANT NEWS. 

A special despatch from Ottawa to 
thi> Colonist says that the government 
has been nsked to prepare for the trans- 
portation of a large number of troops 
and great quantities of munitions of 
war across the Continent, with a view- 
to their being employed in the Orient. 

This is very important news and will 
mean much to British Columbia, and 
indeed to the whole of Canada. Troops 
cannot he transported without being fed 
and otherwise cared for, and the 
moment the movement sets in, bread- 
stuffs and other food products will at 
once begin to move westward to the 
Coast. These supplies and munitions 
of war cannot bo moved from place to 
place without a large expenditure in 
money for labor and otherwise. British 
Columbia is about to become a principal 
base of operations for what promises to 
bo one of the greatest military, and per- 
haps naval, operations in modern times. 
The importance of this to British Col- 
umbia can hardly be overestimated. The 
effect upon business of all kinds cannot; 
fail to be profound. 



THE 'WAR. 



General Ian Hamilton and Colonel 
Mahon are continuing their march 
through the country north of the railway 
to Dolagoa Bay. A da.v or two ago 
Mahon was at Waterval, and we assume 
that they are advancing eastward -from 
that point. We do not find Heckpoort on 
any map. This is the place which Me- 
thuen occupied. on Thursday. Hunter is 
reconnoitering the enemy's position be- 
tween Bethlehem and Ficksburg. This 
is probably preliminary to an attack upon 
them for -the purpose of bringing the 
campaign in the Orange River Colony to 
an early close. 

The news from China is not very de- 
finite. Doubt in naturally felt as to 
the authenticity of Minister Conger's des- 
patch from Pekiu, which represented the 
legations an safe on the 19th. On the 
other hand, it will be recalled that the 
Chinese minister at Washington promised 
some dayn ago to get word from Mr. 
Conger. On the whole, the outlook in 
China, judging from yesterday's des- 
patches, is somewhat improved. 



RAILWAY SUBSIDIES. 

•We notice a disposition on the part of 
Eastern newspapers to object to the 
policy of granting railway subsidies. It 
comes chiefly from those papers whk-li 
arc printed in cities having fill the rail- 
way connection they can possibly neixi, 
and in the centres of districts gridiror.ed 
by steel rails. Because they have all 
they need, they are not willing that 
other localities shall receive due con- 
sideration. The large Eastern cities are 
just a little too dictatorial in matters of 
this kind. They may be the distributing 
centres of trade, and hence the customs 
house returns may show them to lie the 
heaviest contributors to the federal rev- 
enue, but in point of fact, man for man, 
these cities do not bear anything like a 
per capita share of the country's bur- 
dens. With a dozen or two trains a day 
on lines, largely paid for out of the public 
treasury, the city people say: "The 
time lias come for a change; we really 
cannot afford to go on subsidizing roads 
in out-of-the-way places that we can 
hardly find on the map." If this Do- 
minion had never undertaken the policy 
of subsidizing railways, we do not know 
that we should urge a beginning of it; 
but it has been .the rule for thirty-three 
years, and there yet remains a large part 
of Canada badly in need of railway con 
struction. That subsidies have been 
granted without good cause in many in- 
stances wo do not deny, any more than 
we claim that any political party can 
afford to throw stones at the other in 
this regard. But we do claim, and we 
think justly, that the present is no time 
to draw the line against a wise policy 
of railway subsidizing, a policy that will 
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really open the country 'to settlement 
and enterprise, and that will recoup the 
revenue in a short time for all that is 
expected in this way. We could if we 
chose point out many lines in the East 
that never ought to have received a 
doll.ir from any government, and 'hat 
would have received nothing if it had not 
been for political exigencies. At the 
same time we can also point to roads 
there that have paid the country by rea- 
son of the increase in business and tax- 
paying ability, which they have brought 
about. We can also point out in the 
West more than one projected road, 
which, if aided reasonably by the federal 
exchequer, would richly repay for the 
outlay. One of the etaunehest advocates 
of railway subsidies in this country is 
Sir Charles Tupper, and in this, as in 
many other things, he shows a statesman- 
like grasp of the needs of Canada. 



A LITTLE ntOTEST. 

We find in the London Daily Mail 
nn editorial paragraph from this paper 
credited to the Vancouver Colonist. 
This of itself is not a matter of any im- 
portance. There is no such paper as 
the Vancouver Colonist, and anyway we 
do not care whether credit is given or 
not to this paper for its editorial ex- 
pressions of opinion. But not. only the 
Mail but other London papers have a 
habit of crediting to Vancouver news 
and everything else which comes from 
Victoria. Against this we protest, for 
it is hardly fair that our sister city 
should be advertised to the world at the 
expense of Victoria. Some one, who 
has access at s'ome stage to telegraphic 
news from Victoria, frequently sends it 
to the press with a Vancouver date. 
Newspapers cannot guard against this, 
but it is none the less annoying. 



NOME AGAIN. 



We reprint from the Seattle Times a 
story from Nome that is tit to place be- 
side the most gruesome tale from China. 
The outlook on that northern beach is 
horrible in the extreme. What the un- 
happy people will do, who have been 
lured thither by the fairy tales of trans- 
portation companies, can only be sur- 
mised. Those newspapers which ex- 
ploited the fake gold field to the utmost 
of their ingenuity are equally culpable 
with the companies, which sent so many 
people north to destitution and death. 
We do not suppose that any one deliber- 
ately deceived the public" in regard to the 
richness of the placers. The early 
stories, which were brought out, seemed 
reasonably substantial. It is true that 
experienced men sent out warnings last 
fall that the rich deposits were exhaust- 
ed, but these were disregarded by the 
public, because they were not made 
prominent by newspapers desirous to 
build up any kind of a trade for the 
cities in which they are published. On 
the other hand, every rose-colored tale 
was played up for a great deal more 
than it was worth. If these stories had 
lieen told of some region near at liand, 
no very great amount of harm would 
have been done. People could have got 
away when they were disappointed. 
But Nome is so remote from centres of 
population, the cost of transportation is 
so large, the season during which ves- 
sels can reach the beach is so brief, that 
men stranded there are in a terrible 
plight, for when winter has once set In 
they are completely cut off from the rest 
of the world. It will be argued on be- 
half of the transportation companies and 
the newspapers that people ought to 
have thought about these things. This 
is quite true, but people did not think 
about them, or if they did, the prospects 
held out to them were so alluring that 
they decided to take th.'ir chances. 

It is fair to nil concerned to say that 
no one could have reasonably foreseen 
the pestilential conditions existing nt 
Nome. Privations are common enough 
in the North, but as a rule people who 
take good care of themselves are as 
healthy there as anywhere. The Colo- 
nist warned people against being misled 
into trying their fortunes on this deso- 
late beach, but it never occurred to us 
that death would be stalking abroad be- 
fore the summer was over. 

What is going to' be done about it? 
There are fully 25,000 people, and some 
say 30,000, on that horrible beach. 
Smallpox is raging. St. Michael has 
felt compelled to quarantine against the 
beach. Steamers will not go there un- 
less in the hope of getting big prices 
from persons anxious to Ilee from pestil- 
ence during the few weeks remaining 
of open navigation. If the place were 
in Canada, wo should call upon the 
government to take action at once to 
remove if possible the unfortunate 
people. The United States authorities 
011 the ground are doing what they can, 
but we greatly fear that, unless all 
accounts are very much exaggerated, it 
will lie impossible to check the pestil- 
ence before winter sets in and a barrier 
of ice hides the beach and its horrors 
from the world during the long Arctia 
winter.

There was once a, 
very plain maiden lady of forty-seven 
years, who went to a police magistrate 
and complained that a certain person 
had assaulted her by kissing her on the 
public streets, and the magistrate said: 
"Ah, go 'way, madam; you brag." The 
disappointment of the Times resembles 
the complaint of the lady referred to.

CANADIAN AT TIEN TSIN. 

David (ilass Tells of the Troubles In the 
Big Chinese City. 

David Glass. Q.C., a Canadian barrister, 
travelling In China, gives the tallowing In 
tervlew to the North China Dally News: 

■•I en me from Victoria In the SS. Empress 
of Japan to Yokohama, and from Yokohama 
to Shanghai by the Empress of China. Dur- 
ing April nail .May I went over Japan fairly 
well, when uiy good opinion of that country 
was fully continued. They are a united 
people, and have a high destiny. The Chi- 
nese, on the contrary, are not united, and, 
from what 1 can gather, me wholly want- 
ing in patriotism. The formation of their 
governing power forces government by sec- 
tions, while the language differs largely in 
different sections, whereby the homogene- 
ous character of the people is greatly weak- 
ened, reducing their harmony, happiness, 
and strength. When first I came to .Shang- 
hai the bright, beautiful surroundings 
greatly enhanced my good opinion of China. 
Soon after, I embarked on the SS. Llen- 
shlng for Tien Tsin, about seven hundred 
miles to the north. It Is estimated that 
Tien Tsin has a population of about 700,000 
Inhabitants. While there, the boxer rlslng 
took place; the tumult and excitement was 
quite bewildering. The streets were jam- 
med with Chinese suldlcrs and the blue- 
Jackets of other nntlons, the latter endea- 
voring to reach Pekin, to which place they 
had been ordered to protect their respective 
legations. 1 was anxious to got forward to 
Peklu to see the -capital, the old wail, and 
other places around there. 

"Mr. Drew, of Tien Tsin, to whom I had 
letters, advised mo Unit it would be next 
to Impossible to reach I'ekln, as the railway 
line had been torn up and some bridges 



burned. I was informed that the Japanese 
were the first soldiers to enter I'ekln; next 
came the Americana and rtrltish; then the 
liusslans French and Italians. The Germans 
did not enter till the day following. The 
Eaipress Dowager resisted the passage of a 
foreign soldiery Into her capital, hut this 
was of no avail. A nation, unable to keep 
its treaty obligations by the preservation of 
the lives and property, not only of Its own 
people, but of all within the realm, must 
stand aside and allow these rights to be 
protected by others. That was the pivotal 
point upon which the fate of China turned. 
The gates of I'ekln were entered by the 
representatives of the great powers. The 
few who entered JJiese gates represented a 
larger population than that of China. But, 
more than that they represented the power, 
progress, and the humane ethics of the 
world. 

"The railway station and ground nt Tien 
Tsin were crowded by Chinese Infantry and 
cavalry, In all about 3,000, In the railway 
cars and out of them, going, as they said, 
to put down the Iioxer rebellion; hut a 
more lawless, undisciplined lot could not bo 
found. Their conduct to Europeans, women 
and men, was simply disgusting. 

' Apropos of the Boxer rising, several 
have said to me that the British have not 
acted with sufficient vigor In China."

The first government measure which 
was introduced on Thursday by Attorney- 
Cbneral Eberts is an act to amend the 
Small Debts Court act. The changes are 
very similar to those suggested last year, 
and provide, among other things, for gar- 
nisheeing before judgment, and the ex- 
emption of wages and salary from gar- 
nishment. It also prohibits judges of the 
Small Debts court from acting as agents 
for the collection of debts. 

Oon Monday the attorney-general will 
ask leave to introduce the following bills; 
An act to amend the Evidence act, one 
to amend the law regarding trustees and 
their liability .and an act regarding the 
appointment of notaries pu' 'ic.

Fourteen private bills will come before 
the committee this session. Of these at 
least a dor.cn came up last winter, when 
they shared the fate of all that session's 
bills. Nine of these are railway mat- 
ters, being the following: Vancouver & 
Lulu Island railway, Vancouver & New 
Westminster railway, Rock Buy & Sal- 
mon River railway, Lake Bennett rail- 
way Kandoops & Atlin railway. Pacific

Westminster. 

The mission board, educational board, 
publication board and trustees were also 
elected. Dr. Spencer, of Brantford, ad- 
dressed the delegates, referring to the 
growth of the denomination in Canada, 
thh formation of a board ot missions for 
tlie Dominion, the appointment ot a Do- 
minion general superintendent of mis- 
sions, and the adoption of a uniform 
hymn books, all matters taken up by the 
last Dominion conference. 

The matters referred to by Dr. Spencer 
were approved unanimously by the con- 
vention. 

It was resolved that a superintendent 
of missions for British Columbia be con- 
titmed and that the question of collec- 
tions in the Mast be l"i't in the hands 
of the mission board, with power to act. 

Hon, .Mr. Kmmersoii, the premier of 
-New Brunswick, ami president of the 
Dominion National Convention, touched 
upon political mutters in his address. lie 
said that while visiting the United States 
lie was brought face to face with the 
problem of Sabbath, observance, and Can- 
ada was feeling the effect of the neigh- 
boring influence, and may yet have to 
deal with this subject. Hp also asked 
what Canada was going to do about 
Oriental immigration. 

The convention passed a resolution 
heartily welcoming Hon. Mr. Emmerson, 

The Rev. ,7. Sycamore, of Broekville, 
gave an interesting address, and Mrs. A. 
Allcock read a paper on '"Indifference of 
Parents to Sunday School Work." A.

A Plague Spot 



Typhoid, Smallpox and Pneu- 
monia Are Causing Deaths 
and Sickness. 



Great Distress Caused by Lack 
of Facilities For Hand- 
ling Sick.

Two vessels arrived in port from. Nome 
this morning ,the transport Athenian and 
the steamship Sequoia. The Sequoia ar- 
rived early iu the morning and the Ath- 
enian about 11 o'clock. The Sequoia, 
however, brings all the lute news, as the 
Athenian luid over at St. Michael three 
weeks before proceeding south. 

The Sequoia left Nome late on the 
night of the 3rd and brings much late 
news about the .smallpox epidemic which 
the Garonne and Ohio, both leaving ear- 
ly on the same day, overlooked. 

The pesthouse at Nome is full and over- 
flowing with patients alllicted with small- 
pox and the government oflleials are 
erecting two other larger structures, one 
of which, with adjuncts, will cover an 
acre of ground. The disease has spread 
rapidly and lots of eases are for the 
present quarantined in the tents in whieh 
they were discovered. Every government 
and city official and doctor iu the camp 
is working night and day with the dis- 
ease, but it seems useless to try and stop 
it. Dr. J. J. Tyler from Chicago, who 
went .North on one of the first boats to 
follow his profession in the new camp, 
returned on the Sequoia and says that 
there are l!00 cases in the pesthouse and 
around the camp, at a conservative esti- 
mate, and the people are being taken 
down at the rate of seventeen to twenty 
a day. 

lie brings out by far the most interest- 
ing story of any of the Sequoia's passen- 
gers, lie said: 

"The epidemic of smallpox, malarial 
diseases and pneumonia is rapidly ap- 
proaching a frightful crisis, All .the 
Nome officials are trying lo cover up the 
fact as much as possible, but it is becoui 
ing apparent that the disease has gotten 
entirely beyond their reach. All they can 
do is to take care of ail the patients Ulity 
can with such means as are in their 
power. Outside of this they can do xioth 
ing. It was true that tin; camp had .al- 
ready been quarantined when we left, but 
only in a way. It was expected that 
within two or three days an official quar- 
antine would be declared. Practically it 
was a quarantine and the officials were 
only trying to get up additional pest- 
houses before the danger line wis 
drawn around the camp 

"The conditions at Nome are simply 
awful. 1 can't begin to describe them. 
Try to conceal it as they may, the offi 
ciate there are facing one of the worst 
conditions that has been presented in the 
past century under similar circumstances. 
Everything is polluted with disease. The 
water that comes trickling through the 
tundra is filled with filth and deadly 
germs. It has become compulsory to boil 
it before it is used. Falling to cumply 
with the regulations regarding its use 
the offender is liable to imprisonment 
and a heavy fine. 

"It is true that there were a few cases 
at St. Michael, perhaps seven or eight, 
but at last reports everything there w 
all right. The disease had been checked 
in its infancy and the officials anticipated 
no trouble in handling it. Several of the 
cases had recovered and it was apparent 
that they only had it in a mild form. 
That port, however, is quarantined 
against Nome boats. No one is allowed 
to land from that port. It is done as a 
matter of precaution, the officials at St. 
Michael being fully aware of the serious 
condition of affairs at Nome. 

"The beach at Nome for six miles is 
infected with the disease or something 
else— pneumonia or malarial and typhoid 
fever. Here and there can be seen the 
signals of disease flying from tent poles. 
As the pesthouse is full it was impossible 
to take the alllicted persons out of their 
tents, at least, until the new buildings 
■which were under constriction are com- 
pleted. 

"People are dying within forty-eight 
hours after being taken ill with puue- 
mouia. Capt. Whitesides of the Luella 
went ashore one day and the second even- 
ing he was taken from his tent, a 
corpse. This is not a soitarv example. 
They are many and were getting more 
numerous all the time. 

"I don't believe there was a man who 
went to Nome this year who did not take 
a cold of some kind. Taken in connection 
with the bad sanitation, the crowded and 
filthy condition of the town and the care- 
less way in which the majority live, it is 
no wonder that such sickness prevails. 

"The government surgeon at Nome 
working under Sergeant General Stern- 
berg, told me that 10 per cent, of the 15,- 
<H)0 people who had been crowded iu on 
the beach would lull victims to small- 
pox or other diseases. This, at a con- 
servative estimate, would mean that 
1,500 of them at the least would be at- 
tacked by the disease, which is so rapidly 
spreading. He was entirely in earnest 
and wished at the same time to be conser- 
vative, and I can fully second his views. 




If the figures do not go up to twice that 
number 1 will be greatly surprised. 

"This same government; surgeon, whoso 
name I do not remember, continued with 
the statement that iu a few weeks the 
beach would be a regular eharnel house 
of death and desolation, disease and sick- 
ness. 

"It is impossible to get men to work 
in the pesthouse, almost, outside of the 
regular physicians and a few outsiders, 
even at $2.">0 an hour, the wages that 
the government is offering. Several of 
the men on this boat, almost two-thirds 
I should say, were asked to go to work 
for those wages. Nobody likes it, how- 
ever, and all are getting out as fast as 
possible. The next few boats .will lie 
crowded to the guards. 

"The trouble is that there are but very 
few of the men who have money -enough 
to get out. In the first place, they had 
enough to ,pay their fare and about 
enough to live on a few weeks, dejpendiu. 
upon finding work. Now that there is no 
work and they had to live during the 
meantime they are broke. There were 
fully 500 men who besieged the officers of 
this boat to let them work their way 
down, any "way to get out of the country. 

"The officials at Nome are sending out 
orders for 1,000 cots for use in (he bos 
pitals which are being bo51t. One is just 
back of First street, about 300 feet from 
the edge of the tundra. Others are being 
l>tTlt at "various points. "They have built 
a separate hospital for pneumonia and a 
separate one for smallpox. The eases art 
getting so numerous tlrat it is found im- 
possible to handle them unless the cases 
-ire separated. 

'.The natives are dying olT like sheep. 
Pneumonia seems to be rampant among 
them, worse than it is among the whin's. 
Tlu> deaths among them average from 
three to six every twenty-four hours."

AN APAI1T.M ENT STABLE. 

Attempted Improvement on the Club 
System Now in 'Vogue. 

The Baltimore Sun. 

A novelty in stables is projected at 
Roland Park, which lias been distinguished 
for Its modern dwellings and other up-to- 
date features In suburban life. The plan is 
to erect department stables for the con- 
venience of the residents of the pari;. 

The term "apartment stables" Is used 
to designate the manner In which It Is e\ 
•pected the stables will be conducted. Tiny 
are not to be n "club stables" In the sense 
that the company which owns the building 
will have the care of the horses. The build 
Ing is to he put up on the same principle 
that an apartment house Is built for human 
beings, where each family does Its own 
private stnble of the occupant, Just In the 
housekeeping. Knch apartment will be the 
private stable of the occupant, just In the 
same manner as It would be if placed on 
his private lot. The only difference Is that 
by reason of their being togetlfcr, co-oper- 
ation between various horse-owners as to 
the euro of the horses Is made much easier. 
Owners, however, preferring that their own 
coachmen should take care of their horses 
may have them do so without any disar- 
rangement of the general plan. 

The objects to be gained are the avoid 
nnce of the necessity of using the stables 
back yard space which can be made nttrac 
five; greater economy of the labor of car 
Ing for horses, -since one man In this way 
can take care of a large number, and that in 
case the need of the stable disappears the 
stock In the club stable can be transferred 
for cash more readily than a stable on prl 
vote premises. 

Subscriptions to a sufficient amount of 
Ptoct: to build a stnble with twelve apart 
ments have been secured, and the work of 
grading Is now being prosecuted by the 
Itoland Park Company, who will erect the 
building. The scheme, when completed, 
with thirty-four apartments, will embrace 
•in outlay for stables, paddocks, and grounds 
of ?40,000. That part of (he stable to b( 
built at once will cost about ?1-.0(X>. 

The plan embraces a long, attractive- 
ioolv'ng building in the cottage style ol 
architect lire, wttli a central driveway I I 
feet wide running lengthwise through It. 
Opening from tills driveway, or corridor, 
will lie the apartments, each one of which 
will consist of a carriage room 14 feet wide 
by lo feet deep, containing space for two 
carriages, with harness llekers, ami adjoin- 
ing these is space for two stalls, which 
can be turned. If desired, into a single box 
stall. From tbese stalls there will be doors 
opening outward Into a paddock, each one 
of which will be '27 feet by 'J!) feet (! Inche 
In area. Tbese are Butch doors, the upper 
part of which can be opened, leaving the 
lower closed, giving opportunity for horses 
to have light and air. At all. times horses 
may be turned into the paddock for air and 
exercise. Paddocks will be thoroughly we'l 
drained and covered with tan ii.-.rk, and will 
have a high shingled wall or fence around 
the outside, with lighter fences dividing 
them. 

Over the stalls and carriage rooms, on 
the second floor, will be spaces for sleeping 
apartments and feed, these spaces opening 
Into a central hall. By this plan each 
apartment is self-contained and can lie 
locked up and made as private In all res- 
poets as a stable on one's own lot. 

There will be provision for protection 
from lire and many conveniences to be 
found only in the most modem stable. 

THOSE LEARNED GERMANS. 

It's Nothing But a Joke For Them to 
Print War News in Several 
Languages. 

From the London Mail. 

The Berliner Fremdenblatt, a somewhat 
too enterprising journal of the German 
capital, has started quite a new depar- 
ture in daily journalism 

This consists in publishing the most im- 
portant: news telegrams of the day in 
English and French, besides the native 
German, in which language the remain- 
der of the paper is. of course, printed. 

Hero are some of the paper's recent ef- 
forts in translating the telegrams into 
"English": 

"After a wire of this morning from 
Shanghai, since I! days the "telegraphic 
connection Peking-Tientsin and Tientsin- 
Shanghai is interrupted. Regarding the 
events in Peking every confident notice is 
failing. 

"Second wire from the imperial consul 
in Teheofoo says, that in Takoo a fight- 
ing between the Chinese forts and the 
men of war of the powers begun. 

"PARIS. New-papers of this morning 
call unanimously for a military expedi- 
tion to China. The Chinese Ambassador 
wired to the vice-roy of .human; Impos- 
sible to cable to Peking; at my peril you 
are summoned, to spend protection to 
Francois and his men and not to hinder 
their departure. 

"LONDON, .rune 10. The correspond- 
ent of the ,, Daily Telegraph" at Shang- 
hai wires the following dispatch: Al- 
ready five or six weeks past, the german 
minister Mr. de Ketteler, in a counsel of 
the Corps diplomatique has declared in- 
stlffleient 'the measures, taken by the 
ministers, concerning the Europeans pro- 
tection in China, as well as the ambassa- 
dors, residing in IVking. An euergieal 
interference of the european governments 
only wounld be able, to prevent the mur- 
der of christians, and even of the ambas- 
sadors."

In view of the disastrous invasion of 
cut worms, reports of which are pouring 
in to the department of agriculture, Mr. 
,1. It, Anderson, the deputy minister, has 
asked the Colonist to publish the follow- 
ing extracts, taken from the 1890 report 
of Dr. .lames Fletcher, Dominion onto 
mologist: 

Cut worms .are the caterpillars of dull 
colored, active moths, belonging to the 
uoctuidea or owlet moths, of which there 
are upwards of <100 different kinds in 
North America. The caterpillars of these 
different kinds vary somewhat hi their 
habits, but on .the whole they are very 
similar, being smooth, almost naked, gray 
looking caterpillars, of some dull shade 
of color similar to the ground in which 
they hide during the day. The head is 
smooth and shining as well as a smiil' 
horny plate and the segment next to tb 
head. Their habits aie almost alway 
nocturnal; lying hid by day just beneath 
the surface of the soil, they come out al 
night to feed. 

When they occur in large numbers 
they change their habits somewhat and 
feed by day as well, owing to the re- 
duced food supply consequent upon their 
ravages. The eggs from which cut 
worms batch are laid by some species iu 
the uutmun, and by others in the spring 
or summer, and as a consequence cut 
worms of .all sizes can be found in th 
spring; tor these insects, according tc 
the specie*, may pass the winter in tb 
state of either a .perfect moth, a chry 
salis, a partially grown caterpillar or an 
egg. 

Large numbers may be destroyed by 
placing between the .rows of an infested 
crop, or at a short distance apart on in 
tested land .bundles of any succulent weed 
or other vegetation which have been pri 
vioijisly poisoned by dipping them into a 
strong mixture of Paris Greeeu. (Tw 
ounces to a .pailful of water.) The cut 
worms eat the poisoned plants, then bury 
themselves and die. In hot, dry weather 
these bundles should be placed out uftei 
sundown, and a shingle may be bud on 
each to prevent fading. 

Striking results have been obtained 
during the last two years by putting 
along rows, or at the base of such plant! 
as tomatoes and cabbages, a small quuu 
tity of the following mixture, which is 
mentioned by Prof. J. 15. Smith's ex- 
cellent new Manual of Economic Ento- 
mology: 

Thoroughly mix together in a dry state 
50 pounds of bran and one pound of Pari 
Green; then add water a little sweetened 
with sugar until the whole is thorough!} 
wet, but not sloppy. Prof. Smith says: 

"This mixture is extremely attractive 
to cut worms, being preferred to plant 
in all the instances which have come 
under my notice. It takes about ten 
pounds of this mixture to an acre of po- 
tatoes as ordinarily planted." 

The same mixture has been used dry 
by Mr. F. A. Sirrine, of Geneva, X. Y 
with, he claims, even better results than 
the wet mixture, which is apt to get 
mouldy. 

Hand picking or digging up the cut 
worms whenever a plant is seen to be 
cut off should, of course, always be prac- 
ticed. 

Preventive measures consist of: Clean 
culture, by which all vegetation is re- 
moved, upon which the young caterpil- 
lars could feed in the autumn or which 
would attract the moths to lay theii 
eggs. 

Cut worms are heavy bodied Insects 
unable to climb over smooth surfaces; 
therefore, surrounding a plant or tree 
with a band of tin or even of paper in 
the case of such plants as cabbages and 
tomatoes is an effective means of pro- 
tection. Tin bands may easily be made 
by taking pieces or tin six inches Ioiik 
by two and a half inches wide and bend- 
ing them around a spade or broom handle, 
so as to form short tubes. In placing 
thetn around a plant the two ends can 
be sprung apart to admit the stem and 
then the tube should be pressed a short 
distance into the ground. I have found 
this a useful means of disposing of to- 
mato and other cans. To prepare these 
easily the cans need only be thrown into 
a bonfire, when the tops and bottoms 
fall off and the side becomes unsoldered. 
The large piece of tin can then be used 
whole or may be cut down the centre 
with a pair of shears, so as to form two 
bands. It may be well to mention here 
that the two remedies so often mentioned 
in newspapers, salt and lime, have proved 
quite worthless in our experiments for 
preventing cut worm injuries. 

NEW JUDGMENT OF SOLOMON.

THE MOVEABLE PLATFORM. 

A Useful and Amusing Feature of the 
Paris Exhibition. 

Engineering describes and illustrates 
the mechanism of this, one of the most 
useful and amusing, features at the I arte 
exhibition. The first invention, by Al, 
Blot, was for a moving platform by 
means of friction wheels in fixed bear- 
ings His platform consisted of an iron 
framework, to which was attached the 
flooring of the moving platform placed 
between two fixed sidewalks; to the un- 
derside ot the transverse framing were 
fixed rails that rested on the friction 
rollers, the latter forming the carrying 
wheels The weight produced sufficient 
adhesion to move the platform when the 
wheels were driven. Electricity for driv- 
ing the multiple platforms at progressive 
speeds wes not contemplated. Nor was 
it intended that the platform should be 
continuous in circle. There are two plat- 
forms at the exhibition ino\ mg at differ- 
ent speeds. One runs at a fairly high 
rate the other slowly enough to allow 
passengers to step on it from the tlxed 
sidewalk.

A MTJKDEltEU IN COMMAND. 

Extraordinary Story About the Defence 
ot' Mafeking. 

Mr. Winston Chnrehill's telegram de- 
scribing liis interview with Lieut.-Geji. 
Bmk-n- Powell appears in The Morning 
1'osl. It deals with the great attack 
made by the Boers jttst before the relief 
arrived: 

" Morning broke on this situation; the 
Boers who hud got inside Mafeking 
•were unable to get out, but were de-. 
fending themselves stubbornly; tie; 
liueia outside wen. 1 doubting whether to 
fall on the town or not. It had been 
the General's practice for the previous 
foitnight to send out it Hag of truce 
every day to inquire after the health of 
Major McLaren, the wounded prisoner 
in Snyiiian's camp. Though fighting 
within the town was at its height, he 
punctually observed his usual practice, 
illtii in his letters to McLaren, which the 
Boors of course read, he expressed the 
hope that the tiring of the night had not 
alarmed him, adding that all danger 
was now past. This produced a pro- 
J'ottnd impression on the waverers. But 
though the original stortners .wore not. 
supported, the issue bung in the balance 
.•ill day. ' B.-P.' hail to release the 
Etin pcun convicts from the prison, in- 
cluding the murderer who was under a 
life sentence, and to invite them to take 
part in the defence. Armed with rifles, 
these men had fired from the roof of 
their prison on the Boers. When a 
liuHot killed the jailer, the murderer 
took command of the prisoners, and 
their influence in the struggle was ef- 
fective." I

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, July 14— Ex-Governor Mcln- 
U0c5 has been badly thrown down by his 
political friends in Ottawa. Not content 
with dismissing him from hir; gubernator- 
ial position it lias been felt necessary to 
finally repudiate him and his ways. Sen- 
ator Tenipleman wan put up to interro- 
gate the government on the question, and 
Mr. Milln waa ready with an able speech 
on the constitutional aspect of the situa- 
tion. Mr. Mills said a removal of a re- 
presentative of a sovereign was a very 
important matter. The law provided for 
it and also provided for the giving of rea- 
snnri to parliament. In the short time 
Mr. Mclunes had been governor of Brit- 
ish Columbia he had live prime ministers, 
four of whom had formed governments. 
Mi-. Turner wear to the country and was 
dismissed before the result of' the elec- 
tion was known. The modern practice 
was to leave the pronouncing of confi- 
dence or noli-cotilideuee to the legislature, 
except where the voice of the electorate 
was heavily against the minister. Their 
resignation in that ease wnc< voluntary. 
Tin' right of making ami unmaking gov- 
ernment lay with the legislature itself. 
Mr. Heaven mis next called on. He was 
not a member of the legislature, and lie 
hail no following there, lie did not suc- 
ceed in forming a ministry. In calling 
on Mr. Beaven, Mr. .Mclnnes was guilty 
of want of judgment. Mr. Semlil) was 
nex; sent for, ami formed n government 
out of the new legislature. This fact ob- 
literated former mistakes. Discord soon 
crept into the Semlin cabinet, and Mr. 
Martin, attorney-general in the govern- 
ment, resigned. Mr. Semlin was defeat- 
ed by one, and asked lor time, stating 
that hi' could command a majority. Be- 
fore the time of the legislature re-assemb- 
ling Mr. Semlin had a majority. The 
legislature was new, and there was no 
reason as far as the correspondence 
shows, to doubt that his ministry repre- 
sented the people. The legislature was 
prorogued, Mr. Semlin dismissed, and 
Mr. Martin who had not a single follow- 
er in the legislature was sent for. lie 
could not get a single man out of that 
legislature, not two yeans old. to take of. 
lice with him. None of his ministers 
were members of the legislature or even 
public men. .Mr. .Mclnnes said there had 
been ten months of political unrest and 
interference mi the part of the federal 
government. There had been no interfer- 
ence. Mr. Scott privately gave his ad- 
vice, which, if he had followed, he would 

have In in ollice now. Mr. Mills went 

at length into the question of contradic- 
tory instruction. Expatiating on the evil 
advice given by Mr. Martin's cabinet of 
men who had never been in a legislature 
in regard to fresh elections. If Mr. Mc- 
lnnes had followed constitutional prece- 
dence in regard to the Turner govern- 
ment they would have been allowed to 
meet the legislature. The sending for 
Mr. Beaven was a mistake. When Mr. 
Semlin said lie commanded a majority he 
should have been allowed to meet ' the 
legislature. The relation between the 
crown and parliament was the same in 
England, the Dominion and the Prov- 
inces. This applied to the relations be- 
tween tlie crown and its advisers. In 
England, CO years had passed since the 
sovereign dismissed a government. The 
crown could dissolve parliament under 
certain circtuustnnces. He went at 
letlgth into the various conditions under 
which this might be done, and read num- 
erous authorities on the subject. In in- 
tervals lie showed that Mr. Mclnnes 
should have waited for the voice of the 
legislature before taking acthiu in many 
places. 

In regard to the dismissal of the Semlin 
government, Mr. Mclnnes had violated 
the rules of modern procedure. It was 
In duty of die governor to remain neutral 
| in order that he might, in case of change, 
I be able to lie friendly with those 
whom he might he forced to call. This 
was not the rule followed by Mr. Midli- 
nes. To-day he bowst ringed without 
compunction in order to send for other 
advisors. lie did this as thoroughly a 
any sultan. In 1849, Lord Elgin's' it 
structions were that there was to he n 
change of advisors through any fault of 
his. This Mr. Mclnnes had not observ- 
ed, and a political turmoil was the result, 
lie read Mr. Curdwell's speech, his hope 
that tlie English Commons would not be- 
come :\ court of appeal in colonial mat- 
ters. They in the federal parliament had 
reason to make this .same aspiration. He 
thought so in the case of l.etellior. Tin 
appointment of lieutenant-governor was 
a personal matter of the crown. M 
Mclnnes had disregarded the views of 
the legislature and acted on his own re- 
sponsibility. That was the source of all 
the trouble. It was to he regretted that 
he did not look more at I he legislature 
when forming his administration, ami 
look less at him own personal pred dic- 
tions. Mr. Mills found precedent for Mr. 
Mclnnes' action in the case of Sir ( 'bar- 
bs Darling, who was removed by Sir 
Edward Card well. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell complimented 
Mr .Mills on his speech.. Whilst admitt- 
ing modern practice, Mr. Mills had not 
in any way denied the inherent rights of 
the crown. lie regretted the allusion to 
the Lctellicr case. There was some like- 
ness in the two cases, hut he did not in- 
tend to discuss the matter. If parliament 
thought proper to advise the ministry, 
and the ministers of the day followed thai 
advice, he did not regard this ns a breach 
of the constitutional practice. Sir John 
Macdonald, in the Letcllier ease set the 
resolution of parliament at defiance, and 
was afterwards fully justified. Passing 
on to the Brown " administration, Sir 
Mackenzie gave an. interesting account 
of the double shuffle, pointing out that 
Sir Edward Head, in that case refused 
Mr. Brown an appeal to the people on the 
ground that the parliament was only just 
elected. He complimented Mr. Mills on 
his conversion. If he had shut his eyes 
ami not known the voice he could have 
imagined that it was Sir John Macdonald 
laying down the views and principles' 
which governed him for so many years in 
almost Sir John's own words. He com- 
plimented Mr.' Mills again and regretted 
that lieutenant-governors should ever 
merit dismissal. The government of 
which he was a member had disnii.'sfiotl 
one governor. The present government, 
following in their wake, ns in many 
things, had also dismissed one governor.

In his letter Mr. Woods said: "After 
hearing one of these Boer sympathizers 
say that the government had no right to 
semi men to South Africa; that our brave 
soldier boys had no business there, and 
that he hoped they would all be shot and 
that not one of them would ever return, 
I made the remark to him that the Brit- 
ish hung several like hint in ItviT, and 
that they ought to have hanged more. 
Now, it 'the "cap lits" the editor of the 
Canada Erancais or any other who 
reads this, he or they arc at liberty to 
put it on. My remark was intended for 
such men us the Boer sympathizers above 
mentioned, and not for such as Major 
1'ellct ier, Dr. Piset and the other brave 
Canadian boys who went to South Afri- 
ca, whose actions have been such that all 
loyal British subjects arc justly proud ol 
them." 

There are few men, unless of the most 
extreme type, but will commend Mr. 
Wood for liis patriotic utterances. If Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier gives way to the demand 
lor dismissal put forward by Messrs. 
Monet and Bourassa it will be a sorry 
ilav lor him. 

A peculiar condition of a Hairs was de- 
veloped in connection witli the grant to 
the Victoria bridge at Montreal, which is 
the property or the Grand Trunk Itail- 
wuy Company. The bridge was original- 
ly built at n cost of $>">,00O,00U. The 
money came out of the federal treasury 
in the shape of a loan, but the brand 
Trunk has never returned it. The origin- 
al bridge, it will he remembered, was a 
tubular one, available only for passenger 
trains, and when, last year, parliament 
voted $270,000 towards the reconstruc- 
tion of' tlie bridge it was on the under- 
standing that it would be made a vehicu- 
lar and foot passenger, as well as a rail- 
way bridge. It was a matter of surprise 
to the house to learn, when the additional 
sitlwidy of $230,000, making half a mil- 
lion in' all, was before tlie bouse, that the 
Grand Trunk Knilway Company has 
been charging excessive tolls for fool 
passengers and vehicles. Indeed, a foot 
passenger has to pay as much for cross- 
ing the bridge, in which within two years 
half a million dollars of public money 
have been sunk, as would be charged him 
were he to board a Grand Trunk train in 
the Honaventure station and cross to the 
southern end of tlie bridge. Members of 
parliament declared that it was a little 
short of scandalous that any tolls should 
be charged at all. Mr. Bergeron was 
very much perturbed at the situation, 
ami' commented upon the fact that the 
Grand Trunk Knilway Company had re- 
fused permission to the Montreal Electric 
Street Railway Company to run Its lines 
over the bridge. He thought that a rail- 
way company which had been "so gener- 
ously dealt with by the parliament of 
Canada could afford to be a little more 
liberal with the public. Efforts were 
made to induce the government to insert 
a provision in the hill striking out the 
passenger and vehicular tolls, hut the 
government would not consent. 

The Minister of Justice possesses the 
merit of candour. After the Liberals in 
the Commons had been struggling for 
hour to provide that emergency rations 
purchased by the government were all 
right; after the majority on the commit- 
tee had carefully mis-stated all the facts 
at issue; after the Liberals in the house 
had voted by a majority of 14 that the 
food was lovely and just what they 
wanted, Mr. Mills, in the Senate, admit- 
ted that a fraud had been practised on 
the Department of Militia. Tlie fact of 
ten Liberals voting with the Conserva- 
tives is recognized as a great blow to 
the government cause, and it is calculated 
to injure them in the country. The To- 
ronto Globe evidently realizes this, and 
intimates that Dr. Devlin ought to be 
prosecuted. This suggestion, coupled 
with the remark of Mr. .Mills, that he 
himself may order tin investigation, is 
most significant, and points to an attempt 
on the part of the Liberals to recover 
their lost ground by sacrificing Dr. Dev- 
lin. 

Step by step tlie government is break- 
ing away from the "free trade as it is 
in England" policy. Old-time Liberal 
free-traders like Mr. Edwards, M.P., are 
almost in despair; they do not know what 
to make of the present government. The 
latest shock which M'". Edwards, and 
other stalwart free-traders, have receiv- 
ed, is witli reference to tlie government's 
proposal making it conditional of the 
granting of railway subsidies "that the 
company slinll lay its road with new steel 
rail's made in Canada, if the same are 
procurable on terms as favorable as other 
steel rails can lie obtained, of which the 
minister of railways shall be the judge." 
Tin- Conservatives, who pin their faith 
to protection, can hardly object to this 

proviso, At the same ti it is a source 

of great amusement to them to witness 
the celerity witli which ministers can 
change their clothes, and the premier, not 
unnaturally, came in for considerable 
(hailing about the Cobden medal. One of 
the members asked him if lie proposed to 
return this badge of free-trade, but Sir 
Wilfrid did not deign t., :;ns\ver. 

The members of the opposition said 

g 1-bye to Col. Prior this week with 

many expressions of regret. The senior 
member for Viotorin lias put in live 
months of very effective work, not only 
for his own constituency, but for British 
Columbia as a •whole. It. is seldom that 
the Liberal members from the province 
are in evidence, hut it must be gratifying 
to the electorate of Victoria to know that 
their own representatives nre ever on the 
alert to accomplish Something beneficial 
for the city which they represent, and for 
the province of which they are so proud.

Official Order of Precedence In 
Force Within the Dominion 
of Canada. 



This is a democratic country, and yet 
even in democracies there must he some 
order of precedence to avoid confusion. 
In the United Kingdom birth as well its 
otUcial position governs the ranking of 
persons at official and social functions. 
In Canada official position alone is taken 
into account, as the Table given hereafter 
will show. In answer to the question: 
When docs tlie Table of Precedence ap- 
ply'; we may euy that Burke states that 
it is "admitted on all occasions and in 
ail society." The reference is to tables' 
of precedence generally, lie adds: "The 
Clergy, the Bar, the .Military and other 
classes have among themselves a certain 
relative rank; but such relative rank is 
peculiar to these classes ami gives them 
no position on the general or social scale." 
In Canada as a rule the order of preced- 
ence is observed only on public or senii- 
publie life, that is oUicial occasions. 
There is no hard and fast rul as to 
private entertaining, hut possible the pub- 
lication of the Table may be of some 
service even on such occasions. .Needless 
to say that if a person claims the place 
given him in the Table, lie accepts with 
it the obligations which it carries. What 
these are good taste ought to dictate, al- 
though it may not always do so. 

Ulllcial Precedence in Canada was set- 
tled by an Order made by the Imperial 
authorities in lStiS, and it has been since 
amended so as to give a place for the 
Solicitor-Generals and the Lieutenant- 
Governors of Manitoba, British Colum- 
bia. Prince Edward's Island and the 
.North West Territories. This atnend- 
meut was made in 18U3. It will he noted 
that the Ollicer commanding Her Ma- 
jesty's Naval Pom's on the North Pa- 
cific Station was not mentioned when the 
list was amended, but the reason doubt- 
less was that the Ottawa government in 
asking for the additions only had purely 
Canadian otllcials in mind. By analogy 
the Admiral on thus station would rank 
with tlie Admiral commanding the naval 
forces at Halifax. He reports directly 
to the Admiralty ami therefore is not to 
be considered as a subordinate. It will 

be observed that only general Otllcers of 
the regular army and' otllcers of the rank 
of admiral of the navy, and the otllcers 
in command of Her Majesty's forces, 
whether naval or military, within tin 
Dominion have ulllcial precedence. Mili 
tia otllcers, no matter what their rani 
may be, and otllcers of the regular army, 
except when in command ot Her M 
jitsty's forces within the Dominion, are 
not recognized by the Table. Neither 
are ex-members, of parliament ns such, 
or members of the civil service. One 
item in the Table may need explanation, 
namely, No.. RJ. Every person who hi 
ever been in the Dominion Cabinet t 
mains for the remainder of his life 
member of the Privy Council. Ther 
fore this item embraces ex-ministers < 
Gun. ula. Ex-provincial ministers have no 
place in the Table.
